Inhabitants that tettle there; and, 2. Asto 
the Labour of the Poor among them. 

As to the Maintenance of the People, it 
is evident in all our Ifland Colonies, the 
Inhabitants are fubfifted by their Trade, 
not by their Produce——— I donot fay, the 
Soil is not fruitful enough to fublift its Ine 
habitants——-But the Produce of the Soil, 
being much more valuable than the bare

is well worth their while to take up their

- Barbadoes is one of the richeft aod moft 
fertile Soils now ia the World, if I may 
-yenture upon the Accounts given of it, and 
of other Places, compar’d Y¥et the 
Produce of the Ground, employ’d either in 
feeding Cattle or planting Corn—Would 
not fubfift one third Part of the Inhabicants 
that now live upon it—nor amount to one 
twentieth Part of the Value of what it now. 
produces-————. In this I fpeak, I believe, 
fo much within Compafs, that I prefume, I 
need not defcend to Particulars, or go 
about to juftifie it. : 

The Produce being fo rich, it is no Bur- 
then to them to have more People than 
they can feed, but infinitely their Advan- 
tage; they maintain s0000 Slaves and 
Servants, they fupport a moft intolerable 
Luxury and G:vantry, they live at a pro- 
digious Expence, they maint3in their own 
Government, and remic to England a vaft 
Wealth every Year— I: isno Grievance, 
but a Giinto them, that thy do not fow 
Corn enough to feed their Cocks and Hens, 
tbat they have no Horfes for their Work, 
Oxen for their Flefh, or Svice for Perk, 
nor Food for them, if they had them there 3 
it is infinitely their Gain to fend to Jreland 
for Beef, to Virginia for Pork, New York for 
Peas and Flower, New England for Horfes, 
and to Old England for Beer, befides buy- 
ing all their Clothes and Neceffaries from 
hence And this is the Reafon of their 
vaft Number of People.

Burt this we cannot think of putcing thefe 
poor People to; nor if you would putthem 
to it, would they be able to undergo it. 
Now you can fend them thicher ia no other 
Capacity 3and in either of thefe you ruin 
them: If you fend-them to plant, they wil 
fiarve themfelves: ¥ yeu fend them to 
work, they'll ftarve the Mafters. 

It is alledg’d, there are great Traéts of 
Land in Fsmaica unplanted, and a great 
Want of People to plant them——And this 
is true; but I appeal to any Man that has 
lived on the Spot—Whether this will reach 
the prefent Cafe, For, : ; 

1. If you fend People with Stocks, and 
Servants tovplant in Famaica, thatcan 
fublift upon their Fuads, till the Plan- 
tations of Cocoa and other Trees are 
grown, till the Ginger comes to Per: 
feftion, and the Canes grow—They 
may do,well.; and famaica does really 
want a thoufand fuch Families, wpo 

_ would foon grow richthere. But, 

2. Ifyou fend poor People, whofe Efta 
is the Clothes on their Backs 3; whofe 
Toheritance is their Hands and their

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a Day-Labour; that cannot live tifl th 


zg build Heufes, nor fubfift till the Plants _ 


grow. If you fend fuch,they-muf ftarve, 
neither will the Land ia Famaica, tho’ 
very fertile, feed them, ualefs Stocks 
as well as Lands are given them to 
live on.
